Lindbergh Tells Story 
Of Flight; First Fright 
Comes at Landing Field 


Altitude Varies From IO To 10,000 Feet Trying 
To Escape Fog, Rain And Sleet; Navigated 
Solely By Dead Reckoning, Tells Famous 
Aviator; Sandwich And Half During Trip 
Only Food. 
; 


Paris, May 23.— (AF*)—Captain Charles A. Lindbergh yesterday 
told the story of his flight from New York to Paris to a group of 
newspapermen in the embassy, and when he had finished every on# * 
was firm in the belief that he was a real flying genius. 
“ Being newspapermen,” he began, “ I supose you gentlemen are 
interested first in knowing whnt was the most dangerous thing about 
our flight. 
The most dangerous thing of all was that landing at Le 
Bourget, bringing that ship down on a field with all that crowd run­ 
ning. 
I had more fear at th a t moment for the welfare of our plane 
than at any other time in the whole flight. 
“The first part of the flight was better and easier than any of 
us expected. 
The field in New York was muddy, which made any 
take-off a little long, but we got away all right. 
Bad W eather For 1000 Miles 
“ All the way up the American coast to Newfoundland we had 
uncommonly good weather— lots better than we expected; but for the 
next 1000 miles it couldn’t have been much worse for us.” 
At this juncture Ambassador Herrick remarked: 
“ When Lind­ 
bergh says ‘we’ he means the ship and himself.” 
All the way through, except when asked for a personal opinion 
of something, the flier used the first person plural in describing the 
voyage. 
“ A fter we got away from land,” continued the aviator, “we ran 
into fog, then into rain, then hail. 
Sometimes we flew not more than 
ten feet 
above the 
water, and the highest was 10,000 feet. 
W e went 
up th a t high to try to get above the storm, but the average altitude 
for the whole second 1000 miles of the flight was less than IOO feet.

When the president pinned the 
cross on Lindbergh's breast he 
took the noted aviator somewhat 
aback by embracing him warmly 
and kissing him on both cheeks 
in the accustomed French accolade.

ments, my best personal senti­ 
ments and those of France.” 
Deeply Moved 
Captain 
Lindbergh 
seemed 
more moved than in any of the 
other big movements of his re­ 
ception. 
He stammeringly thanked the 
president and his eyes were moist. 
The

quickly. 
Midinettt* employed by the great 
dressmaking shops came rushing 
to the streets 
when 
Lindbergh 
left and the boulevard was lined 
on both sides by waving, cheer­ 
ing and shouting girls who tossed 
flowers at him and

Did It By Reckoning 
“ It is Sir Alan Cobham,” several 
said, and mad* a path for him to ap­ 
proach Lindbergh, who grasped th# 
Briton's 
hand 
and 
said: 
“ I 
am 
mighty glad to meet you, sir. 
I have 
heard a great deal about you. 
We— 
I—did it all by dead reckoning. 
We 
didn’t carry any astronomical instru­ 
ments, and I don’t know how to use 
a sextant.” 
“ What points did you fly over in 
crossing from Ireland 
to 
France?” 
someone asked, 
“ Hand me the mup; I’ll tell you,” 
l.indbergh replied. 
In answer to another question, he 
said he did not feel either hungry 
or sleepy during the flight, and as to 
his meals—“ I ate about a sandwich 
anti a half and drank about half a 
glass of water. 
I kept the windows 
open all the way; but, you see, our 
ship, the way she is built, you are 
protected from straight winds, and so 
we didn’t have that discomfort.” 
“ How did you fly from Cherbourg 
< n to Paris ? ” 
Just Went In Straight Line 
“Oh, just came on in a straight lint, 
picked up the beams of the *earth- 
iights all right and saw the Seine. 
Then when I got a look at Eiffel 
Tower all lit up, I knew that was 
Paris, and I had been told at home

kilometers northeast of Paris.
